Haute Star. From 1917 to 1923 he'| 
was editor of the Fort Wayne Journal- 
Gazette and left there to join the New 
York World. 

He is author of “Irish Orators,” 
1916: “Life of John Worth Kern,” 
1918: “The Party Battles of the Jack- 
son Period,” 1922; “Jefferson and 
Hamilton—Struggle for Democracy,” 
1925, and “The Tragic Era,” 1929. 

Father Burke received his A. B. 
degree from St, Francis Xavier col- 
lege in 1896, and the S. T. B. and S. 
I. L. from the Catholic university in 
1901, later receiving a LL. D. from 
Fordham in 1915. He was ordained in 
1899 as a member of the congregation 
of St. Paul the Apostle. He became 
editor of the Catholie World in 1904 
and served until 1922 and was at one 
time chairman of the executive board 
of the Catholic Press association. He 
wrote “Life and Literature.” 


Release Priests 
Imprisoned When 
Rubio Was Shot 


Mexico City—The three Catholic 
priests imprisoned on the charge of 
having plotted with Daniel Flores to 
assassinate President Ortiz Rubio, in 
February, have been released. 

Following the attempt on the life 
of the newly elected President by 
Flores. the usual assertions by Fed- 
eral agents tending to cast suspicion 
upon the Catholic clergy were spread, 
and the three priests were seized. One 
of the three, the Rev. Lino Carreaga, 
was reported a few days ago to have 
been hanged with others on telegraph 
poles just outside of the city. Later, 
however, it was revealed that Father 
Carreaga was not among those who 
had been executed in this summary 
fashion. 

Although the case against Flores is 
lying dormant at the present time, the 
release of the three priests is taken as 
an indication that the motives of the 
attempted assassination will be shown 
to have been wholly political.

Receives First Details of 
the Murder of Beloved 
Salesian Prelate by the 
Chinese Pirates—Bandits 
Later Release Girls. 


Washington.—Word has been re- 
ceived by the N. C. W. C. News Ser- 
vice here, direct from an American 
missionary in China, giving, for the 
first time, the exact and substantiated 
account of how the Rt. Rev. Louis 
Versiglia, beloved Salesian missionary 
Bishop in China, was martyred recent- 
ly in that country, together with one 
of his priests. 

It is now definitely confirmed that 
Bishop Versiglia and his fellow priest, 
Father Calixtus Caravario, were at- 
tacked, clubbed, and finally shot by the 
Chinese bandits because they defended 


three women from the clutches of the 


marauders. , 

It further is confirmed that the 
three young women have now been re- 
leased by the bandits. 


This direct information comes in the | 


form of a letter to the Director of the 
News Service from Father William J. 
McClimont, C.M., one of the American 
Vincentian missionaries recently re- 
ported trapped in Kiangsi Province by 
Chinese “reds.” 
Details of Killings 

The information concerning the 
death of Bishop Versiglia and his com- 
panion is in the form of a copy of a 
letter which Bishop O’Shea had just 
received from Shui Chaio. It is written 
by “R. Vetch,” a member of the Sale- 
sian community at the headquarters 
of the late Bishop Versiglia. It reads, 
in part, as follows: 


“Our Pro-Vicar sent you a brief | 
telegram telling of Msgr. Versiglia’s 


murder. He died a martyr, together 


with our youngest missionary, ordain- | 


ed last year by Msgr. Versiglia him- 
self, the Rev. Father Caravario. 


“On Monday, the 24th of February, | 


they took the train for Lin Kon How, 
where a small junk was awaiting 
them. Two. of our students, 

this year, and their sisters and an- 
other Chinese girl, accompanied them, 
on their way home to Sin Chow. 

“The junk had just pushed forth 
some twenty li when a band of pirates 
obliged the boatman to stop, and or- 
dered a squeeze (demanded a bribe) 
of $500. Of course, this sum was not 
available, and, instead of excusing 
themselves and leaving His Lordship 
to continue untroubled, as had always 
happened up to that time, these pir- 
ates began to curse and threaten. 

“They then entered the boat to seize 
the girls, whom they had spied. But 
His Lordship and Father Caravario 
stood erect to protect them. 

“The bandits hammered them down 
with the butts of their guns, and drag- 
ged them out onto the shore. The 
girls clung to their protectors, scream- 
ing for help. They were bound and 
wrested away, whilst His Lordship and 
Father Caravario were bound to a 
clump of bamboo trees and shot 
through the head. 

“The two boy students were ordered 
to flee. They had time to join the junk 
as it hurried away, and gave the news 
to our missionary at Ying Tak, who 
telegraphed to us. 

“Two of our Fathers went down 
next morning and succeeded, after 
many difficulties, in finding the bodies, 
hidden some distance away from the 
scene of the murder. 

“Today we learn that the three 
young ladies have been released and 
brought to Sin Kon How. Deo Gra- 
tias!”
